Keefe in BSA Forum on 
Rebuilding Mass. 


The fact that the current federal budget 
proposals increase monies for the arms 
build-up and deeply cut into domestic 
programs is not a secret. But perhaps 
many architects do not realize how direct- 
ly these domestic budget cuts will affect 
them, their profession, and the vitality of 
the cities they seek to build and enhance. 


To clarify these issues, the Architects for 
Social Responsibility Task Force of the 
BSA will co-sponsor an informational 
event at 6:00 p.m., Wednesday, May 1, at 
the Boston Architectural Center. Frank 
Keefe, Secretary of Administration and 
Finance, will be the keynote speaker and 
will discuss Massachusetts’ efforts to 
rebuild its infrastructure and cities in spite 
of massive federal spending cutbacks. 


Some of the effects of federal funding 
cutbacks are directly evident: 

© Federal housing programs have become 
practically non-existent. Though the 
Boston metropolitan area faces the worst 
housing shortage experienced in years, no 
relief can be expected from the federal 
government. 

© The federal administration is proposing 
to eliminate UDAG grants. Widely recog- 
nized as the most successful federal city- 
building program in years, UDAG grants 
were responsible for catalyzing develop- 
ment at Lafayette Place, Columbia Point, 
Copley Place, East Cambridge and 
elsewhere. 

© Investment tax credits for old and 
historic property rehabilitation are being 
threatened with reductions or elimination. 
The diminution of this program could 
markedly slow the rehabilitation and 
restoration of old buildings in the Boston 
area. 

© The City’s streets, bridges and utilities 
are rapidly deteriorating. Federal revenue- 
sharing grants, which could support the 
rebuilding of this infrastructure, are 
scheduled for reduction or elimination.

Examined at BSA Event 


“The long-term pains will be greater than 
the short-term gains.’’ That view of New 
England Life’s 500 Boylston Street Proj- 
ect summed up Robert Manning’s com- 
ments at a recent BSA Cocktail Hour. 


Manning, founder of Citizens for a 
Better New England Life (CBNEL), told

things, ‘‘an insult to Trinity Church’’ and 
that the immediate economic gains Boston 
Mayor Raymond Flynn saw in the project 
could not justify what Manning described 
as a completely inappropriate design for 
the site. ‘‘We acquiesced to the Pru and 
Copley Place,’’ Manning said, ‘‘let’s not 
acquiesce in this case.’’

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Proper Use of the Title 
‘*Architect’’ 


The following is the sixth in a series of 
articles presented by the Professional 
Practice Subcommittee on Agreements/ 
Contracts. We encourage members who 
have comments, questions, experience 10 
share or suggestions for future articles to 
send them to the Subcommittee at the 
BSA office. 


All information is intended to be specific 
enough to be helpful; however, no one 
should act on it without verifying with 
his/her attorney that this discussion is ap- 
plicable to the facts of his/her particular 
situation. 


Many questions have been asked concern- 
ing proper use of the title ‘‘Architect’’ 
and of derivative titles such as ‘*Archi- 
tectural Designer’’ or ‘‘Architectural 
Draftsperson.’’ In what manner are these 
titles restricted, if at all? 


According to the Administrative Regula- 
tions relating to the Board of Registration 
of Architects, only those people duly 
registered by the Board may use the titles 
“Architect or ‘‘Architects’’ or modifica- 
tions of either title. If other people use 
such titles in a way that implies that they 
or their partners or corporate officers are 
registered architects when they are not, 
then the regulations are being violated. 


These restrictions on use of the title 
‘*Architect’’ and its derivatives are consis- 
tent with the philosophy underlying many 
of the rules of Professional Conduct for 
Massachusetts Architects. For example, 
architects may not advertise if the adver- 
tising is, among other things, ‘‘false’’, 
“‘deceptive’’ or ‘‘misleading.’’ Clearly, 
using the title ‘‘Architect’’ to imply that a 
person is a duly registered architect when 
that is not true is misleading and 
deceptive. 


Furthermore, remember that one of the 
bases for professional licensing in general 
is to protect the health, safety and welfare 
of the public. Persons who would call 
themselves ‘‘Architects’? but who have not 
demonstrated the minimum knowledge, 
skill and experience deemed necessary to 
protect the public’s health, safety and 
welfare may be potentially dangerous to 
that public. 


Of course, the key element in this regard 
is not what the person is called but what 
services s/he actually performs. In other 
words, can a person who is not a regis- 
tered architect properly perform archi- 
tectural services for the public as long as 
he or she does not use the title ‘‘Archi- 
tect’’ or any derivatives of it? The ‘‘prac- 
tice of architecture’’ in Massachusetts will 
be the subject of a future article.

EOCD Seeking to Broaden 
Designer Services Pool 


In February, Governor Michael Dukakis 
announced awards of $40.9 millions in 
grants to 33 Massachusetts cities and 
towns for the development of additional 
public housing. These funds represent the 
final installment under the $196-million 
Comprehensive Housing Act of 1983. 


Robert Pyne, EOCD’s Director of Hous- 
ing Development, reports that local hous- 
ing authorities should now be seeking 
designer services. Architects interested in 
applying for any of this work will note 
local housing authority ads and other 
usual sources. However, in an effort to 
disseminate project information to as 
many architects as possible, EOCD’s Pyne 
will send copies of the local ads to any 
architect who sends five SASEs now to 
the Bureau of Housing Development, 
EOCD, 100 Cambridge St., 14th floor, 
Boston, MA 02202. 

Modernization Projects 
Similarly, architects interested in applying 
for housing modernization projects should 
be aware that local housing authorities 
will be undertaking a $175-million mod- 
ernization and rehabilitation program over 
the next three to five years. EOCD Mod- 
ernization Director James Fitzpatrick also 
will send copies of local ads to any archi- 
tect who sends five to ten SASEs to him 
at the Bureau of Housing Modernization, 
EOCD, 100 Cambridge St., 14th floor, 
Boston, MA 02202. 


Both Pyne’s and Fitzpatrick’s efforts 
reflect EOCD’s attempts to improve the 
agency’s — and local housing authorities’ 
— communications with Massachusetts 
architects. By beginning to lengthen the 
time between project announcements and 
application deadlines and by attempting to 
ensure that more and more architects have 
timely access to project information, 
EOCD hopes to enhance state-funded 
housing programs. The BSA/MSAA is 
working with EOCD to help make this 
happen. 


“Focus Teams’’ to Amplify BSA Urban Design Roles 


The Urban Design Committee has shared 
the frustration felt by many BSA mem- 
bers that the Society has not been able to 
be as effective as it should and can be in 
contributing to public discussion on a 
number of recent projects. In response, 
the Committee has initiated a ‘Focus 
Team’’ program to increase the BSA’s 
ability to influence planning and develop- 
ment decisions in the Boston area. 


The new program calls for formation of 
teams of three (or more) members whose 
charge literally will be to serve as the 
JSocus of BSA involvement in major public 
projects. When appropiate, the Teams will 
draw on the expertise and perspective of 
non-architects either as members or ad- 
visers. Three types of Focus Teams are 
now being formed: 


* Policy Review Teams will assess larger 
issues involving public policy, prospective 
projects, and broad planning/design con- 
cerns and recommend a course of further 
BSA action to the Committee, other in- 
terested BSA committees and, when ap- 
propriate, to the BSA Board. The first 
two of these Teams will look at: (1) the 
BSA role in planning for the Downtown 
and Charles River Basin and (2) the City’s 
proposal to establish a Design Review 
Board and the related, broader issue of 
public design review. 


© Project Review Teams will review plan- 
ning and design issues related to specific 
projects, in part picking up the banner of 
the earlier Design Assistance Teams 
(DATs). The first of these Teams will 
consider proposals for the new Suffolk 
County Jail and recommend a BSA posi- 
tion and course of action. 


© Technical Support Teams will support 
BSA designees to various boards and 


committees; the first of these Teams will 
work with the BSA designee to the new 
Chamber of Commerce-sponsored 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee for Fort 
Point Channel. 


These initial four teams are the result of a 
sifting process that considered a much 
larger list of critical concerns. They were 
selected for reasons that will guide the 
formation of additional Focus Teams: the 
issue must be of significant interest to the 
BSA, must be timely, must not involve 
last-minute fire-fighting, and must imply 
manageable tasks. The list can and should 
grow; more teams will require active par- 
ticipation by many more BSA members. 
Individuals who are interested in par- 
ticipating in Teams should call David 
Dixon AIA (617-451-3333) or Larry 
Bluestone AIA (617-661-1015), co-chairs 
of the Urban Design Committee, to 
register either general interest in par- 
ticipating on Teams or a specific concern 
around which a team should form. 


The Focus Teams will work closely with 
the Urban Design Committee and other 
BSA Committees (reporting, seeking 
counsel and support, etc). Each Team will 
need at least one evening meeting, at 
which all interested BSA members are 
urged to attend and respond to the 
Team’s proposals. 


In addition to Dixon and Bluestone, many 
BSA members have volunteered their time 
and energy to get the first four teams 
underway: Randy Jones AIA (who chairs 
the U. D. subcommittee that developed 
the program), Bob Sturgis AIA, Mary 
Stevens AIA, Patrick Hickox AIA, Joan 
Wood AIA, George Cole AIA and Ken 
DiNisco AIA.

Liability Insurance Premiums Continue to Rise 


At a BSA Seminar in February, liability 
insurance specialist Alexander Brough 
noted that ‘“‘the whole design community 
is vastly underinsured because of the 
premium cost.’” 


The fact that premiums are rising, often 

with spectacular acceleration, is not news 
to architects — but why that is true may 
be news. 


In 1984, for the first time, the insurance 
industry’s underwriting losses were not 


matched by investment income. According 
to Brough, that financial shock to the 
industry was a result of six years of severe 
competition that kept premiums unrealis- 
tically low. 


Now the industry is trying to catch up. In 
the process, Brough said, half of the com- 
panies that were in the professional liabil- 
ity business last year are now out of it. 


What can be done? Brough believes buy- 
ing an annual policy is less expensive than 


project insurance; he noted that AIA 
membership is important in some cases 
because of the level of practice informa- 
tion available to AIA members; and he 
urged architects to attempt to give under- 
writers the kind of personal information 
that will demonstrate the individual char- 
acter of one’s practice — rates are 
negotiable. 


During the February Seminar, it was 
noted that the BSA/MSAA is exploring 
group liability alternatives.
